COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

Last night after Norma, the Drama of Charles the Twelfth was 
performed for the second time this season. The alterations in the cast, 
though few, are material. For Liston we have Bartley, as the represen- 
tative of honest Adam Brock. This change is a sad one—Bartley leaves 
out the humour with which Liston acted the character, and thinks him- 
self supplying the deficiency by substituting a coarse swagger and boister- 
ous delivery. When will, Bartley settle down into a quiet comedian -— 
assuredly he has convinced the town that he has strong lungs. Miss 
Cooper as Ulrica plays sensibly enough, and is evidently a pains taking 
actress. This part was originally acted by Ellen Tree—a comparison 
between the two ladies would be unfair. MadameVestris in the character 
of Eudiga gives fresh proofs of that archness and vivacity from which she 
is inseparable. She is more than equal to Miss Love, her “ Rise Gentle 
Moon” enraptures the audience—throughout the part she obtains the 
loudest applause, and her mimicry of the King is admirable. Farren is 
still the daring, eccentric Swede—nothing can be better than his acting— 
save only his costume. Cooper as the Major plays with his usual good 
taste and sentiment, and Harley, as the meddling official, Muddlewerk, 
@reates as many roars asever. The Drama has been revived in the 
most splendid manner and with the management's well known taste and 
care. On Saturday next, after Bellini’s Opera of Norma, a new Farce 
will be produced for the first time, entitled United Service. 

HAY-MARKET THEATRE. 

Last evening Mr. Macready made his farewell appearance as Claude 
Melnotte, in The Lady of Lyons. Long before the rising of the curtain, 
the Theatre was crammed in every part, and on Macready’s entrance, he 
was greeted with such a storm of applause that the performance was re- 
tarded for several minutes. We never saw him play the part with 
greater ability. Throughout the Play, his exertions, as well as those of 
Miss Faucit, were duly appreciated by continuous marks of applause, and 
on the fall of the curtain, it was a most daring attempt for Mr. Strickland 
to endeavour to announce the performances for the present evening. He 
was compelled to retire, and Mr. Macready in answer to a general sum- 
mons re-appeared, leading Miss Faucit. The entire audience rose, and 
the cheering was immense, while a profusion of bouquets were thrown on 
the stage. Suzanne followed, and Love Evtempore concluded. 

Fire at the Surrey Theatre—On Monday evening, during the per- 
formance of the Drama called The Two Locksmiths, the audience were 
suddenly thrown into a state of the wildest confusion, owing to an alarm 
of fire being given, which proceeded from the ceiling of the establishment. 
The rush simultaneously made by those who occupied the gallery was 
tremendous. Screams of fright and pain proceeded from the mass of 
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people, as they effected their escape from the Theatre. The fire originated 
between the roof and the ceiling, immediately above the top of the gal- 
lery. The policeman whose duty extended round the house, on being 
informed of the fact, caused messengers to be dispatched to the different 
fire office stations, and in a short time most of the engines from the Bri- 
gade were present ; fortunately, however, their services were not required, 
for the workmen promptly extinguished the five, before it had done much 
damage. It is the general impression that the fire was occasioned by 
some person throwing a lighted cigar or lucifer match among the canvas 
which is placed immediately over the heads of the persons in the gallery. 
The building and its contents are insured in the County fire office.
